Last Hours of Dr. Johnson. 


. Ifasuah Moore was an intimate friend of Dr. 
Jolusou. He was extravagantly fond of her 
society, as a talented, literary and pious lady. 
The fullowing extract of a letter from Hannah 
Moore to her sister, written in 1785, describes 
his last days, and the fervent prayer which he 
offered for bis physician : 

“ Mr. Pepys wrote me a very kind letter on 
the death of Johnson, thinking I should be 
impatient to hear something relating to his 
last hours. Dr. Brocklesby, his physician, was 
with him. Hesaid to him, (his physician), a 
little before be died ; Doctor, you are a wor- 
thy man, and my friend, but I am afraid you 
are not a Christian! What can I do better 
for you, than offer up, in your presence, a 
prayer to the great God, that you may become 
a Christian in my sense of the word? Instant- 
ly he fell on his knees and put up a fervent 

rayer. When he rose, be caught hold of his 

and with great earnestness, and cried, Doctor, 
you do not say amen. The Doctor looked 
foulishly, but after a panse, cried, amen! 
Jahnson said: My dear Doctor, believe a dy- 
ing man ; there ts no salvation but in the sacrt- 
fice of the Lamb of God! Go home; write 
down my prayer ; and every word I have said; 
and bring it to me to-morrow. Brocklesby did

“ A friend desired he would make his _ will ; 


and as I[ume in his last moments had made an 
impious declaration ot his opinions, be thoaght 
it would tend to counteract the poison, if 
Johnson would make a public confession of bis 
faith in his will. He said he would—scized 
his pen with great earnestness, dnd asked what 
was the usual form of beginning a will? His 
friend told him. After the usual forms he 
wrote: ‘I offer up my soul to the great and 
merciful God ; offer et full of pollution, but 
in full assurance, that it will be cleansed in the 
blood of the Redeemer.’ And for some time he 
wrote on with the same vigor and spirit, as if 
he had been in perfect health, When he ex- 
pressed some of his former dread of dying, 
Sir Jobn said, ‘If you, doctor, bave these 
fears, what is to become of me and others!’ 
*Oh, sir, said he, | have written piously, it is 
true; but Ihave lived too much like other 
men!. It was a consolation to him, however, 
in his last hours, that he had never written in 
derogation of religiou or virtue. He talked 
of his death and funeral at times with great 
composure. Oo Monday morning he fell into 
a sourd sleep, and continued in that state for 
twelve hours, and, then, died without a groan. 

“ No action of his life became him like the 
leaving it. His death makes akind of era 
in literature. Piety and goodoess will not 
easily find a more able defender ; and it is de- 
lightfal to see him set, as it were, his dying 
seal to the professions of his life, and to the 
truth of Ubristianity. 


Christian Character of the Chinese Re- 
bellion. 

As this outbreak in China still continues and 
its prospects of ultimate success are brighten- 
ing, the question as to its bearings on Chris- 
tianity, has increased importance. Opinions 
touching this have strangely confli from 
the beginning. But we think that the general 
impress.on had fivallyygone against any hope 
of good from that movement. But it seems 
that Christian Missionaries in China do not 
give itup. Mr. W. M. P. Martin has addres- 
sed through the North Chinese Herald, a let- 
terto the Attorney General of the United 
States, in which he expresses great hopes of 
good from it. He says. that it is not true, as 

been represented, that the insurgents are 
of late laying aside their ion of Chris- 
tianity. He says that this profession is so 
inwoven with the constitution of their 
and power that they cannot do it, without a 
dissolution of the whole. The chiefs cannot 
d:op Christianity, without dropping the pre- 
tensions by which they rule ; aod that there 
isnot another military body on earth, that is 
so pervaded with religious enthusiasm. Tho 
many corruptions mingle with their practices, 
yet many real features of Christianity are pre- 
served. Idolatry is put down and denounced, 
the Sabbath is observed, and public worship 
sustained. Daily prayers are maintained. Re- 
ligious manuals, containing prayers, the ten 
commandments, and much of Christian truth, 
are in use.

Hon. Edward Everett gives the Sense | 
description of the transition from the

I had occasion a few weeks since, to take 
the early train from Providence to Boston, 
for this purpose rose at 2 o’clock in the morn 
ing. Everything around was wrapt in dark- 
neas and bushed in silence, broken only b 
what seemed at that hour the unearthly clan 
and rush of the train. It was a mild, serene, 
mid-summer's night—the sky was without a 
cloud—the winds were whist. The moon, then 
in the last quarter, had just risen, and the 
stars shone with a spectral lustre, but little af- 
fected by her-presence. Jupiter, two hours 
high, was the herald of the day—the Pteiades 
just above the horizon shed their sweet influ- 
ence in the East ; Lyra sparkled near the 2e- 
pith ; Andromeda veiled her new discovered 
glories from the naked eye in the South ; the 
steady pointers, far beneath the pole. looked 
meekly up from the depths of the North to 
their sovereign. 

Such was the glorious » ove as I entercd 
the train. As we proceeded, the timid approach 
of twilight became more perceptible ; the in- 
tense blue of the Pleiades soon melted together ; 
but the bright constellatiosn of the west and 
north remained unchanged. Steadily the trans- 
figuration went on. . Hands of angels hidden 


ped | from mortal eyes shifted the scenery of the 


heavens ; the glories of night dissolved into 
the glories of dawn. The blue sky now turned 
more softly gray; the great watch stars shut 
up their holy eyes; the east began to kindle. 
Faint streaks of purple soon blushed along the 
sky ; the whole celestial concave was filled with 
the inflowing tides of the morning light, which 
came pouring down from above in one great 
ocean of radiance; till at length, as we reach- 
ed the Blue Hills, a flash of purple fire blazed 
out from the above horizon, and turned the 
dewy tear-drops of flower and leaf into rubies 
and diamonds. In a few seconds, the ever- 
lasting gates of the morning were thrown wide 
open, and the lord of the day, arrayed in glories 
too severe for the gaze of man, began his course. 

Ido not wonder at the superstition of the 
ancient magicians, who, in the morning of the 
world went up to the hill-tops of Central Asia, 
and ignorant of the true God, adored the most 
glorious work of his hand. But I am filled 
with amazement when I am told that in this en- 
lightened age, and in the heart of the Christian 
world, there are persons who can witness this 
daily manifestation of the power and wisdom 
of the Creator, and yet say in their hearts, 
“There is no God.”

Agriculture in California. | 


From the Report of the Agricultural Socie- 
ty of the State, recently published in the Far- 
mer, we make some extracts which will be of 


general interest. 

The following is from the Report of the 
Committee on Farms and Orchards, and has 
reference to farms and orchards in the vicinity 
of Sacramento and Marysville :-— 

“The grounds of Mr. A. P. Snith have 
been so freqaeotly decribed and are so gener- 
ally known, as to make it almost superfluous 
to attempt any description of them, although 
the present year has produced very great im- 
provemeots. In the extent, number, and size 
of the Peach Orchard, the variety of trees in 
the Nursery. the beautifal hedges of Escalouia 
and Osage Orange, the fine walks and 
cultivation, it would be difficult to find its 
equal. The crop of peaches this year has 
been very abundant, although Mr. Smith 
thinks the trees have not produced so abund- 
antly as they would had they not suffered so 
severely from the grasshoppers last year. The 
grounds are irrigated by water from the Ameri- 
can river, raised by means of a steam force- 
pump into a reservoir, and thence conducted 
underground to every part of the grounds in a 
strong eartben pipe to hydrants.” 


‘he Garden and Nursery of Rev. O. C. 
Wheeler, ou 10th st, Sac., isalso deserving of 
high praise for the amount and variety of fruit 
and ornamertal trees and shrubbery, contained 
within a small inclosure. Mr. Wheeler culti- 
vates his grounds witha care and intelligence 
deserving the highest commendation the 
richest reward. On a little less than two and 
a half acres are growing 4000 Apple trees, 
3000 Peach trees, 6000 Pear, 300 Cherry, 500 
Plum, 2000 Grape vines, 200 Apricots, 500 
Quince, besides a large amount of the small 
fruits, such as Raspberries, Currants, Goose- 
berries, Strawberries, dc. The growth of some 
of his trees this season has been astooishing.— 
Plums on Peach stock have grown since March 
to the height of thirteen feet, with twenty 
branches averaging over three feet each; peach 
from bud, since March last, have made stalks 
seven and a half inches in circumference 
with large, fine heads. His evergreen orna- 
mentals number 3500 Elms, and 3000 Sugar 
Maples, a great variety of other ornamentals. 

In Yolo County, on the Puto River, is 
the extensive farming establishment of Gen. 
Hutchinson and C. Green. ‘hey have i8- 
00 acres of lund inclosed with a good fence, be- 
sides a large tract of unenclosed land adjoining. 
One thousand acres of wheat and barley have 
been harvested this season, and notwithstand- 
ing the extremely dry summer which has caus- 
ed such extensive failures of the cereal crops 
in other parts of the State, the crops on this 
farm have been comparatively good. One field 
containing twenty acres of barley, averaged 
sevebty-three bushels to the acre. They have 
cut this year 1000 tons hay, for ranch purpos- 
es and for baling and marketing. All the 
requisites for farming in the most systqmatic 
manner are to be met with ona large scale at 
this place. Blacksmiths and carpenters are 
constantly employed in making and keeping in 


| order the implements necessary for so large a | 


farm. As a complete system of farming for 
grain growing, it is seldom that its equal can 
be found in this or any other State. Its work 
stock consists of thirty mules, tweaty-foar hor- 
ses, twenty-four oxen ; and they have about 100 
head of American cows and young stock, and 
500 hogs. They have twenty wagons, fifty 
plows, twenty-five harrows, two eight-horse- 
power threshing machines, seven reapers and 
mowers, four hay presses, and of other farming 
implements, varieties corresponding in extent 
with those enumerated. 

The farm of J. C. Davis, Esq., is about 
12 miles west of Sacramento city on the Puto 
creek. His farm contains about 8000 acres of 
land—1000 inclosed by a good fence. The 
water is raised by steam from the bed of the 
creek, in such quantities as to enable him to 
irrigate a large portion of his lands. He has 
a large Peach Orchard and an extensive varie- 
ty of other fruit trees, besides several thousand 

rape vines, which are producing very abun- 
dantly this year. His barns, stables, corrals 
and arrangements for stock, are all on an ex- 
‘tensive scale, and admirably arranged for the 
purposes intended. Mr- Davis has 3000 head 
of cattle and about the same number of sheep. 
He is using every effort to improve the quality 
of his stock by introducing the best breeds, 
and bythis means the value of his stock is rapid- 
ly increasing every year. He has raised this year 
400 acres of wheat and barley, which bas yield. 
od over thirty bushels to the acre. He has 
about 150 head of horses, some of which are of 
superior quality. 

Some fifteen miles still farther up the river, 
near the foot hills, is the residence of Mr. 
John Wolfskill, who bas resided here many 
years. ‘This farm is very favorably situated 
for fruit of almost every variety. ‘lhe growth 
of the trees is very rapid, and the fruit ma- 
tures earlier than in many otber portions of 
the State much further south. As yet he has 
not bestowed inuch attention on the introduc- | 
tion of choice varieties of fruit; but, with 
the care which he is now giving to this sub- 
ject, he will soon be able to compete with the 
best orchards in the State. We here saw 
some remarkably fine looking Fig trees, which 
had been planted only four or five years; but 
which measured nearly two feet in circumfer- 
ence, and are bearing very abundantly this 
season. He irrigates his orchards and gardens 
with water from the Puto, raised by means of 
a steam force pump. 

‘’he New England Nursery of Messrs. Beach 
& Sheppard is situated some four miles below 
Marysville,on the Feather river. Their grounds 
are extensive,and are filled with all the choicest 
varieties of standard and nursery trees. Their 
orchard suffered very severely last year from the 
ravages of the grass hopper; but this year the 
crop of Peaches is abundant, and of the choic- 
est quality. They have growing in their nurse- 
ry about 40,000 each trees, 5,000 Pear, 5,000 
Apple, 3,000 Cherry, 2,000 Plum, 40,000 Grape 
Vines—together with a large amount of Orna- 
mental Trees and shrubbery. ‘I'hey have suc- 
ceeded in produceing a seedling Peach which 
promises to be one of very rare merits, both as 
to size and other desirable qualities. Messrs 
Beach & Shephard deserve much credit for 
the vering industry which has marked 
their efforts in horticulture, under the most ad- 
verse circumstances. ‘The last 
year destroyed their entire crop, besides doing 
serious injury tothe trees themselves. This 

they have suffered during the early part 
irrigate the grou is difficulty, howev- 
er, is now obviated, and their Orchard and 
Narsery show the benefits of it. 

Tbree miles above Marysville is the exten- 
sive nursery of G. G. Briggs, Esq., in which 
are growing nearly 200,000 Peach trees, 16,000 
Plam, 5,000 Cherry, 15,000 Pear, 5,000 Apple, 
20,000 Nectarine and Apricot. The thrifty 
condition of the trees is the best 
both the soil and climate of this locatity are all 
that can be desired for the production of these 
fruits. 

The residence‘of Gen. Sutter, at Hock Farm 
six or seven miles below Marysville, was also 
visited by the Committee. No one who visits 
the General can fail to be deeply and favorably 
impressed with the noble traits in his character, 
and it is needless to say that we were treated 
with that generous hospitality for which he is 
so highly distinguished- He has a fine vine- 
yard, containing 10,000 Grape Vines, and a 
Peach Orchard of 2,000 trees, His

The soil is of rich alluvial, and the growth of 
every kind of vegetation is astonishing for its 
rapidity. We have seen a locust tree, the 
seed of which was planted three years ago last 
winter, which now measured twenty-five inches 
in circamfrence, six inches from the ground. 

The dwelling house and out buildings are 
large and commodious, and surrou with 
beautiful forests and exotic trees, ted by 
the present proprietor. He has a herd of fine 
American sheep, also some of the broad-tailed 
variety; a large stock of cattle, and a fine 
brood ofhorses. He has raised this year many 
acrés of wheat and barley, which has ogo 
forty bushels to the acre. Most of the 
is performed by Indians, of which he has a 
large number in his employ. 

Nurseries anD Farms 1n* San Jose AND 
Vicinity.—The Garden and Nursery of L. 
Prevost is very favorably situated near San 
Jose; on the river Guadaloupe; and has quite 
a large number of native oaks and other forest 
trees scattered over its grounds, giving it a 
very picturesque appearance. Mr. Prevost 
has nearly seventy acres inclosed—a great part 
of which is in a high state of cultivation. The 
soil is admirably fitted for the purposes of a 
nursery and garden. Mr. P. bas two artesian 
wells, which enables him to irrigate his 
grounds ; and every part of his extensive gar- 
den shows care, industry, and skill in its man- 
agement. The Nursery contains one of the 
most extensive assortments of fruit trees, flow- 
ering plants and ornamental shrubbery that 
can be found in the State. He has in his 
Nursery nearly 14,000 Pear trees, of 92 differ- 
ent varieties ; over 8,000 Apple trees, of over 
100 varieties; and nearly 25,000 Peaches, 
Apricots, Quinces, Plums and Cherries, of the 
choicest kinds. Over 25.000 Mulberry trees 
are growing very finely. ‘The Committee can- 
not pass the garden of Mr. Prevost without a 
particular notice of his efforts to intro- 
duce into our State the caltivation of the 
Mulberry, and we may safely say he is the Pi- 
oneer in thisnew work of Silk-raising. The 
Committee most warmly commend this epter- 
prise, and in noticing his fine plantation of 
over 25,000 Mulberry trees,they feel that at least 
a just and appreciating notice of his laudable 
exertions is due to him at the hands of the 
Visiting Committee. Mr. Prevost assured 
us that no country in the worid was more favor- 
able to the raising of the silkworm than Cali- 
fornia, from the fact of the absence of electric- 
ity, which is peculiarly injurious to the worm ; 
and another favorable feature is the dryness of 
our atmosphere. Fromall the facts gathered 
thus far, we may look to a new era by the in- 
troduction of the Mulberry culture, as the cer- 
tain forerunner of Silk culture. 

His Ornamental trees and Shrubbery, such 
as Catalpas, Locusts, Privets, Lilacs, Honey- 
suckles, English Walnuts, &c., are all in a most 
thrifty condition. The collection of Roses 
amounts to over 17,000, and contains over 
eighty varieties. Mr. P., has a small flower 
garden inclosed with a beautiful Willow 
Hedge, and laid out with great taste and bean- 
ty. But few have achieved or deserved suc- 
cess in their efforts to promote the cause of 
Horticulture more than Mr. Prevost. 

After examiving the premises of Mr. Prevost 
we visited those of Mr. Delmas, who has about 
ten acres under cultivation, and who hag giv- 
en special attention to the introduction and 
cultivation of foreign grapes. Of these he 
has eighty varieties, of which fifty were re- 
ceived during last winter. The thrift and 
luxuriance of their growth afford the best pos- 
sible evidence that they could not have found 
u better soil or a more genial climate. We 
here saw five clusters of grapes growin = 
grafts inserted last wivter. ‘These gr ad 
been packed in boxes in France, and made a 
voyage of six months around Cape Horn to 
California. There are about 10,000 foreign, 
and 14,000 native grape vines growing iv this 
garden. His native grape vines averaged last 
year about fifteen pounds to each root. One 
of them produced thirty-two pounds. When 
it is considered that these have been planted 
only two or three years, this yield may be re- 
garded as remarkable. We here saw between 
two and three hundred Basket Willows grow- 
ing very finely. and giving assurance that their 
cultivation will afford a rich profit to those 
who may engage in it. Mr. Delmas deserves 
great credit for the enterprise and intelligence 
which he has exhibited in improving his 
grounds and introducing the choicest varieties 
of foreigo grapes. 

The nursery of B. F, Fox gives every one 
who visits it the most conclusive evidence of 
the skill and good taste of its owner. His 
place contains about six acres, and he has grow- 
ing upon it about 6,000 Pear trees of 110 va- 
rieties; 20,000 Apple trees of 120 kinds; 5,000 
Cherry trees of 30 kinds; 5,000 Angier Quin- 
ces, in good condition ; 1,000 Peaches; 5,000 
Roses of 80 varietes. He has but little water 
to irrigate with ; but notwithstanding this, his 
trees have made a most ae growth.— 
Every part of the premises shows care andjskill 
and forcibly impresses the visitor that Mr F. 
is not ouly a practical but a scientific horticul- 
turist. 

At the residence of Thos. Fallon, ., San 
Jose, we saw Pear trees, with the 
Bartlett variety in February, 1845, having 
fruit of remarkable size and quality ; some of 
the pears measuring from thirteen to fourteen 
inches in circumference. Quince stocks gralt- 


pears, are bearing very abundantly; some oi 
the fruit now measuring eleven and a balf 
inches in circumference, and having yet seve- 
ral weeks to grow before arriving at maturity. 
Peach trees budded in the fall of '54, on smail 
seedlings. are now eighteen inches in circamfe- 
rence six inches above the ground, aod having 
a dense, well-proportioned top. He has four 
old Pear Trees, grafted with the Bartlett vari- 
ety eighteen months ago. The fruit from these 
four trees has been sold this season for $150. 
The forty quince stocks, grafted with the Du- 
chess de Angouleme produced 400 pears, and 
two trees ofthe Vicar of Wakefield, bore 50 
rs each, which will weigh a pound apiece. 
The proceeds of one Nectarine tree, two and a 
half summers from the bud, were $37 50. 
The Commercial Nurseries of Messrs. Smith 
& Winchell, about a mile and a half east of 
San Jose, are deserving of special notice, not 
only on account of the number and variety of 
trees; but also the remarkable growth which 
they have made. They have 100,000 apple 
trees of eighty varieties ; 10,000 peach of for- 
ty varieties ; 5,000 of thirty-five varie- 
ties ; 4,000 cherry of twenty-five varieties ; 
3,000 plum of twenty-five varieties : besides a 
large amount of apricots, nectarines, grapes,

How “French Brandies” are Made. 
From the Baltimore Republican. 

We have derived no little amusement from 
the perusal of a circular issued to liquor deal- 
ers throughout the country by a firm in New 
York, in which the impo-tant information is 
conveyed that they have been for many years 
" trying to improve all kinds of spirits from 

n and turn them into a good imitation of 
rench ; and that, after much labor 
and experiment, they have at last found an ar- 
ticle to answer their purpose.” They thas set 
forth the process of manufactory :— 

“ By distillation aod chemical operation we 
get at fourth proof an article in which the fla- 
vor is so much concentrated that, by mixing a 
gallon of it with twenty five to fifty gallons of 
American pure spirits, it gives a good imita- 
tion of the different imported brands.” 

One gallon of “ an article” to produce twen- 
ty-five to fifty gallons of imitation of the im- 

brands; to be bottled, labeled, set 
, and swallowed at one dime per pony 
glass, as an article “such as you cannot get 
elsewhere in town.” 
This article is called spirit of cognac, and 
according to the circular, “ may be had with- 
out color, or colored for pale or dark.” “ Dark, 
by all means.” “I prefer pale.” “You can 
take what you please, gentlemen; but you are 
now aware of the manner in which both are

‘I'bis enterprising firm have also discovered 
an article which they call spirit of gin. They : 
aver that a splendid imitation of Holland gin 
can be produced by mixing one gallon of the 
spirits with forty gallons of pure spirits. In 
addition they have constantly on hand a fine 
supply of “chemical coloring,” by which the 
a ark” article of imitation brandy is produc- 


The circular closes with a list of prices, 
which if published, would astonish our citi- 
zeos, many of whom, when imbibing these 
“ imitations,” which cost about sixty cents 
per gallon, are informed that “that brandy 
cost me $8 in New York.” 

With this information in their possession, we 
should not wonder if henceforth there was a 
decided decline of confidence among brandy 
drinkers, as well as among the imbibers of the 
less pretentious liquors, gin and rum.

Tur Ortern anp History or Pews.—The 
annexed interesting history of Pews was com- 
piled by thefEditor of the Eclectic Museum :— 


In Anglo Saxon Land in some Northera 
Churches, of early date, a stone bench was 
made to project within the wall, running round 
the whole interior, except the Eastern end. In 
1039 they are ted as sitting on the 
ground- or standing. About this time the 
people introduced low, rude, three- 
stools promiscuously over the Church. Wood- 
en seats were introduced soon after the Norman 
conquest. 

In 1187, a decree was published in regard to 
the wrangling for seats so common that none 
could call any seat in church bis own, except 
noblemen trons, each entering and hold- 
ing the one he first seized. As we approach 
the Reformation, from 1530 to 1540, seats 
were more appropriate, the entrance being 
guarded by cross-bars and the initial engraved 
on them. ae after the Reformation 
the pew system prevailed ; as we learn from a 
complaint of the poor Commons, addressed to 
Heory VIL., in 1546, in reference to a decree 
tnat a Bible should be in every Church, at lib- 
erty for all to read, because they feared it 
might be taken into the “quire,” or some 
“ pew.” ha 1608 galleries were introduced. 

early as 1611, pews were arranged so as to 
comfort, by ~— cushioned; while . 
the sides around were so high as to hide those 
within—a device of the Puritans to avoid be- 
ing seen by the officers, who reported those 
who did not stand when the name of Jesus 
wus mentioned. With the reign of Charles I. 
the reason for heightening the seats disappear- 
ed, and from the civil war they declined gradu- 
ally to their present height—Life Ilustrated.

We publish this week some account of the 
late meeting of the American Board, at New. 
ark, the place where Brainard was ordained for 
his noble work. No other annual religious as- 
sembly of the country possesses more interest 
than this ; and no other sentiment can call to- 
gether a body of men possessing at once, the 
intelligence, character and devotion of those 
assembled to mingle their sympathies in the 
great work of preaching the gospel to the 
world.

Meeting of the American Board. 


The forty-seventh annual meeting of the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions, was held in Newark, N. J. Oct. 28th. 
Mavy members and friends of the Board from 
abroad were convened by the interesting occa- 
sion, and were very ccurteously entertained by 
the people of that city. Their hospitalities, it 
is said, were thus extended to fourteen or fif. 
teen hundred persons from abroad. No place 
could be more desirable for such a convocation. 

The Board met on Tuesday, the 28th ult., 
in the First Presbyterian Church, and was 
calied to order by the Hon. ‘(theodore Freling- 
buysen, President of the Board. 

The large church was densely ciowded to 
hear the annual sermon, by Rev. G. W. Be- 
thune D.D. ‘The Doctor took his text in 1 
Tim. i. 16: “ This is a faithfal saying,” etc., 
and presented the conversion and ministry of 
Paul as an example of the missionary spirit. 

The Report of the Prudential Committee 
stated that since the last annual meeting of the 
Board, six corporate members haye deceased. 
Four wissiovaries and three female aasistant 
missionaries have also gone to their final re~ 
ward. Forty-six missionary laborers—twenty- 
one males and tweoty~five females—have been 
sent to their respective fields. ‘The number of 
orda:ned missionaries has never been exceeded 
in any one year since the Board existed, though 
the number of assistant missionaries has in two 
or three instances been greater. 

The Treasurer’s Report states that the re- 
ceipts of the year from all sources have been 
$307,318 69; $3,109 less than those of the pre- 
vious year. The expenditures have been $323 - 
000 49; leaving a deficiency of $15,681 80; 


$20,507 90. makes the present indebtedness of 
the Board $36,189 70, 

In one of the morning prayer meetings Rev. 
Dr. William Adams reverted to the fact, that 
in this church, Brainard was ordained to the 
gospel ministry, and sent to preach to the In- 
dians at the forks of the Delaware.

Indictment and arrest of Limantou. 


From our Law report it will be seen that 
the great land grabber of California, by means 
of trumped-up titles end grants, is at last 
overtaken in his schemes, and honest men are 
about to get their rights, while rogues may 
stand a chance to receive their deserts. Jose 
Y Limantour has been indicted for perjury, and 
has been arrested and held to answer the 
charge under bail of $30,000. The indictment 
was found in the United States District Court, 
before which tribunal he will be tried. We 
know not what.new evidence hag been discov~ 
ered, but presume the District Attorney has 
that which may be relied upon, to vindicate 
the rights of the people, and teach manufactu- 
rers of spurious grants that the day has at last 
arrived, when a check will be placed upon this 
process of swindling. His grant, to two-thirds 
of San Francisco, purports to have been io 
1843, and it is now discovered, that it was 
probably manafactured, or made in 1852. 

This Limantour claim has been a great 
drawback to San Francisco, and has seriously 
affected many owners of property embraced by 
its boundaries, a large number of whom, have 
already purcbased of him his supposed title. 
Since its confirmation by the Commissioners, 
our capitalists have refused to negotiate loans 
upon property lying in this claim, auless his 
title was secured. In this way, hundreds of 
persons have been induced, or actually com- 
pelled to buy his title, in order to obtain 


loan. 

The matter is one of fgreat importance, and 
the public will watch the progress of the affair 
with no little interest.

It appears that the decision rendered by the 
Supreme Court, in the Wagon Road case, has 
the effect of virtually repudiating a large por- 
tiow of oar State indebtedness. 

No One can question the legality of the de 
cision, but several papers complain, because it 
bad not been made at an earlier period, before 


jour State indebtedness had grown to its pres- 


ent colossal proportions. ‘This is to be regret- 
ted certainly, but it is difficult to understand 
why the Supreme Court is blamable for not 
deciding a case that was never brought before 
it for adjudication. 

Our State officers are the ones to be censured, 
particularly the Governors, Attorney Gener- 
als, Comptrollers and Treasurers, the daty of 
each of whom was to see that the State was 
not illegally saddled with debts. As to the 
ery of repudiation, it comes with a bad grace 
from the very papers of all others, who have 
been advocating a strict adherence to the lawa, 
and who huve been in the daily practice of de- 
nouncing the State officials, for not doing all 
in their power to enforce all its provisions — 
For our part we look upon the decision as a 
beginning of better things. It is true it may 
injure the credit of the State at present, but 
we also believe that it will end in establishing 
the reputation of this far distant portion of 
the Union upon the basis of law and justice, a 
foundation fur more reliable than one gained by 
recklessly paying liabilities not legally contract- 
ed, and by so doing offer a premium for fraud 
on the part of our State officers. We believe 
this decision would never have been rendered 
hed not the ovcurrences in this city the pres- 
ent year taken place: that it is one of the 
good effects flowing’from those transactions, 
which are ultimately to place us in a fa'r posi 
tion before the world. 1t does not follow that 
our State debt will be ultimately repudiated, 
as we hope und trust it will not be: there is 
doubtless enough of both honor and honesty in 
the people of the State, to assume all debts for 
which value bas been received. 


To the holders of the State bonds this deci- 
sion, it is true, is a serious injury, but it is also 
true that most of them were aware that these 
bonds were issued in defiance of the provisions 
of the Constitution and they must or should 
have known that theyjwere liable to be declared 
illegal and void at avy time when the question 
was taken before the Supreme Court, and we 
believe this is the true reason why the bonds of 
this State have always sold at a price so much 
less than those of our sister States. So far 
from seeing any cause of regret we are fully 
satisfied that the result will be such as to give 
all well wishers to the interests of Califorvia 
ample cause for rejoicing that at length the 
days of unrebuked violations of the Constitu- 
tion and recklessly extravagant expenditure of 
public funds has been stayed and as we trust 
forever, 


A Registry Law. 

Let us take a home and practical view of 
this matter, and examine it with reference to 
our local elections. 

Those who have had to do with San Frap- 
cisco elections, know very well how they have 
been managed and usually carried. ‘There is a 
large majority of good, honest, upright and well 
meapipg men in this city, and with a fair vote, 
there has generally been an anti-democratic 
majority. It has often been remarked by the 
leaders of all parties here, that the opposition 
usually gct their votes into the ballot boxes by 
12 o'clock, on election day, and after that it 
becomes necessary to keep a strict watch for 
double votera, and those engaged in what is 
called “ colonization.” About this time of the 
day, the coaches and express wagons commence 
to run from ward to ward, transporting human 
beings whose form is all that would apparently 
entitle them to be thus classified, and who are 
reqnired to vote in each precinct, according to 
the instractions of the party bully who usually 
attends each load well supplied with tickets. — 
Wagons loaded with these worthless fellows 
who care no more for an oath than a Hotten- 
tot, have been followed for hours, and have been 
seen to vote in different districts in rapid suc- 
cession, and when hindered by a challenger, 
only compelled to add the crime of perjury to 
that of double voting. Some two years ago,a 
plan was adopted by the opposition challengers 
to make a cross mark upon the back of those 
suspected of voting illegally, and toward night 
there were many of these men about the streets 
with the chalk marks upon their backs, and 
some of them had four or five checks upon 
them, which corresponded with the number of 
times they had voted. 

There have been men among us who did not 
pretend to conceal this method of carrying an 
election. As an instance, we would cite John 
Crow, formerly of this city, who has done much 
for party success in this town and State, and 
who openly avowed that he could pick out two 
hundred men and vote them in every ward in 
this city. Under the old division of wards, 
this would make 1600 votes, and would be sure 
to decide the election, and we do not doubt 
out he has often dove it and been rewarded 
therefor. 

If any person wishes to see free suffrage, we 
would cite them to the First Ward of this city, 
where it can be viewed in all its deformities. 
The polls are always located at one extremity 
of the Ward, upon the street fronting on the 
bay. and of all the gatherings of human be- 
ings we have ever seen, the collection around 
these polls, will excel any for drunkenness, 
rowdyism, brawling, carousing, fighting, swear- 
ing, and each voting as often as he can crowd 
through the worthless gang that surround the 
polls, to get up to the ballot-box. 

Now we claim that a proper Registry Law, 
which will require every man who wishes to 
vote to register his pame before election, will 
prevent these scenes, and will give honest men 
an equal chance with the yagabonds who stand 
ready to vote as often as they can get a price 
for so doing. It would prevent this coloniza- 
tion or transportation of voters from one dis- 
trict to another, and voting io all the Wards 
of the city. In fine, it would deprive no man 
of his jast rights, or the privilege of voting, 
who was entitledto do so,and who had com- 
plied with the provisions of such a law, and it 
would give the people a chance to decide who 
should be their rulers by a legitimate vote. 
We would not lay an obstruction, or place a 
single barrier in the way of a legal voter, 
whether native-born or naturalized, to prevent 
him voting, aod we would be equally anxious 
that none should vote who did not poseess the 
legal qualifications. 

The right of suffragejis one of too much 
importance, and too sacred a trust to be tri- 
fled with, and he who rightly appreciates its 
worth. and import, will never consent to have 
the sanctity of the ballot-box, defamed or dis- 
graced by the illegal vote of himself or his 
fellows. 


We advocate the Registry Law, because we 
believe it will give all an equal opportunity to 
express their preferences at the ballot-bor, 
and which cannot be done without it. It cannot 
be claimed that we wish to take any advantage 
of such a regulation for party purposes, for it 
places all upon an equal footing. If beaten 
fairly by the votes of the majority, we have 
not a word tosay; but to be cheated and 
swindled by the double voting of men who have 
no right to vote at all, is too much for an 
American Freeman to submit to. Such a 
Law—one securing a registry of the voters’ 
names prior to the election, we ought and 


should have at once. It is demanded by the 


abuses that have crept in and corrupted our 
elections from their original purity. It is de- 
manded by the outrages that-have been perpe 
trated upon the ballot box im our city und 
State, It ie demanded by the spirit of refor- 
mation now pervading the people of Califor- 
nia. It is demanded by that sentiment of 
equal rights seeured and guaranteed by the con- 
stitution and laws of oar country. It is de- 
manded by that fairness and justice, which 
Legislators ought to exhibit towards their con- 
stituents’. It is demanded by the intelligence, 
enterprise, ambition and the spirit of improve- 
ment that characterizes the nineteenth centu- 
ry. Itis demanded by the voice of every man 
in the community who is willing to see a fair 
election. 
Important Decisions. 

By reference to our law report it will be 
seen that the Supreme Court has recently ren- 
dered several decisions highly important to the 


citizens of San Francisco, and the State o 


Culifornia. 

The most important one, and which will not 
only interest every citizen of the State, but af- 
fect us abroad, is that establishing the uncoc- 
stitutionality of the State debt, beyond 300,000 
dollars, as provided in the constitution. This 
will repudiate nearly or quite $3,000,000 of 
outstanding claims against the State, which 
must now he provided for by legal enactment, 
if ever paid. 

The case ef Jas. Phelan vs. the city of San 
Francisco, whieh involved the liability of the 
County, for the claim of persons holding the 
scrip which was issued for the purchase of a 
lot on Brenham Place, in 1850, by the Court 
of Sessions, and which now amounts to nearly 
$400,000, is decided against the claimants. 
Another, of eqyal importance, and involving 
an equal amount, is the case of I’. Argeuti vs. 
the City of San Francisco, which declares the 
Constable's sale of the slip property, some two 
years since, null and vyid. 

It is rarely that matters of such vital import- 
ance are brought before the Supreme tribunal, 
and we never have known an instance where 
three cases involving so much of interest to the 
people of the State, have been passed upon at 
one term, and in a single week. 

The people will now breathe freer, and begin 
to hope that, at last, a check is placed upon 
the wholesale frauds and peculations that have 
characterized Californian affairs hitherto. 


The Orphans.

Just before the sea~ 
son of holydays and the ‘profuse distribution 
of gifts among friends, and in the unbroken 
hours of those whoare fully happy, it ought 
to be a favorite time to make an appeal for 
the friendless and unfortanate. Childhood is 
helpless, and those who are deprived of their 
natural protectors are thrown upon common 
charity. It ought to bea claim, never dishon- 
ered. Next to the care of one’s own household, 
which he who neglects is worse than an infi- 
del, there cau be no more sacred obligation 
than the care of those whe are thus cast upon 
the world. Among these little ones are the 
children of the refined and cultivated, who 
died in sorrow at the prospect that their chil- 
dren might perish in want or grow upin neg~ 
lect, miseryandecrime. Providence in depriv- 
ing them of their natural protectors has cast 
them upon the charitable, and let those in our 
midst be liberally cared for. 


Alas! Poor Sperry! 

And so they go, ove after another of na- 
ture’s noblemen, hastened to the grave, by 
that curse of our country, alcohol. Well we 
recollect “the bright, intelligent, honest face 
he carried, years ago, when this city was a 
wilderness of canvass half hidden by bushes, 
while he and his assistants, with their survey- 
ors’ instruments, were running the lines of 
streets and lots over the hills and through the 
deep ravines that sre now in the heart of our 
city,—bringing order out of chaos and decid- 
ing by theirinstruments disputes almost with~ 
out number, between owners of property. No 
man ever dared to ssy a word against him— 
none questioned either his stern integrity of 
purpose or his capability of performing the 
duties of his office; his very face was a recom- 
mendation sufficient to insure confidence. To 
those who knew him more intimately, he was 
endearedly a thousand kindly acts, which he 
daily performed. 

As a true gentleman anda scholar he had 
few superiors: thoroughly, educated with a 
lively imagination, and a happy manner of ex- 
pressing his ideas, he has written many lively 
sketches for the papers of the day, which have 
been much admired. And after all this, with 
all these capabilities for a long life of useful- 
ness and honor, he has fallep, has died as the 
fool dieth.

Supreme Covat Dectstons—Sac. Dee. 8, 1856. 


The People vs. J. Neely Jvhnson et. al.— 
This was a bill in equity filed in the court be- 
low by the Attorney General against J. Neely 
Johnson, Governor of the State of California, 
Jobn A. Brewster, Sarveyor General, and Da- 
vid F’. Douglass, Secretary of State, a Board 
of Commissioners by virtue of an act of the 
Legislature, entitled, “‘an act to provide for 
the survey and constraction of a wagon road 
to the Sierra Nevada mountains,” to enjoid 
said Commissioners from entering into any 
contract for the construction of said road, for 
the reason that said act is unconstitutional 
and void. 

The facts of the case were agreed on, so 
that the single point presented for the consid- 
eration of the Court, was whether the act of 
the 5th of April, 1855, was in contravention of 
the said article, and that the act of April 5th 
1855, is unconsitutional and void, 

In giving the opinion against the constitu- 
tionality of the Act authorizing the road, the 
Court says : 

“ We have no fears that those who have 
adopted California as their future home, who 
have laid broad the foundations of an empire 
on the Pacific coast, willever permit her faith 
to be questioned, or her name to be branded 
with repudiation. We have an abiding faith 
in the integrity and justice of the people, and 
believe that while they will readily assent to 
any measure to secure the payment of our pres- 
ent indebteduess, they will take heed how they 
incur any such obligutions in the futare. 

If we are warranted in this opinion, the 
Legislature can at its next session, adopt the 
present indebtedness of the State ; may 
go further, and by making appropriations for 
the future necessary expenses of the govern- 
ment, over and above the revenucs, submit the 
same in conformity with the 8th article of the 
Constitutior, to the people for ratification.” 

In conclusion, it is said by the J udges, that 
they are aware that their opinion will meet 
with opposition from interested parties, but 
are “satisfied that time aod sober judgment, 
will sooner or later, justify Doth the necessity 
and correctness of this decision.”
